Billboards and 
bands id © banners, circulars, booklets, 
dodgers, placards, and pictures, orators and 
places in which to orate are just as much a 
part of a city campaign as of a national con- 
test. “And these cost the money.

It «has long been a matter of common 
knowledge that locomotives emitted smoke 
outrageously, and were in some localities al- 
most the sole offenders. The railroads have 
acknowledged meekly their own evil be- 
havior, and have promised to reform, if 


‘it did not cost too much, but have always 


contended that their share in the smoke 
nuisance was so small that the hue and cry 
against them was unjustifiable. They have 
said that while they undoubtedly were guil- 
ty of a little smoke, the factoriés were 
guilty of more. They Have urged the au- 
thorities ‘to get after the apartment build- 
ings, the steam laundries, and other mis- 
demeanants,.and let the locomotives alone. 
The dispute as to who does the most 
smoke: makiug is ended. We have facts. f 
We know’ now the exact percentage of rail- 
road criminality, and it is damning. There 
is no longer any doubt as to who heads the 
array of sinners. The locomotives use 18% 
per cent of the soft coal consumed in the 
city and make 48 per cent of the total smoke 
and 50 per cent of the total dirt. Why 
}wo much dirt? Because 10 per cent of the 
coal used by locomotives is discharged from 
the stack in the form of cinders. Fourteen 
carloads are dumped on Chicago daily. Thus 
do railroads which say they need higher 
freight rates and more money waste their 
fuel, ‘ 
The railroad sald: sors tedubli that these 


percentages are unjust to the locomotives. 


That will not do. They ure based on data 
laboriously collected by competent iovesti- 
gators. It appears also that even if the 
crews of engines using soft coal were to vo 
their best to cut ont smoke, those engines 
would be respo for 29 per cent of the 
total smoke’and one-third of the dirt. 
There is but one way to get rid of this 
great smoke nuisance factor, and that is 
electrification. The adoption of.a new mv- 
tive power might necessitate or at feast 
make expedient changes in the terminais 
of some Chicago roads. Hence it is mam- 
festly desirable that the proposed commis- 
sion for the study of Chicago terminals and

city should investigate the question of elec- 
trification in all its besrings.. The com- 
mission should include electrical experta so 
that when it speaks it may be in a.position 
to speak authoritatively.

before the Royal institution in London In 
the summer of 1907 that ambidexzterity was 


“more common among idiots than among sane 


people, and that it-indicated a low or degen- 
erate order of intelligence. 

This. gift of ambidexterity, which Queen 
Victoria possessed herself, was imparted by 
méans of training to all her children, at the 
instance of her husband, the prince consort. 
King Bdward, who wae able to use his left 
arm and hand with as much facility as his 
right, insisted upon his children and grand-: 
children being brought up to the same ac- 
complishment. 

Queen Christina of Spain is likewise a be- 
liever in ambidexterity, and trained her gon, 
King Alfonso, thereto, while others who pos- 
sese the art are the young queen of Spain, 
. Queen Maud of Norway and her son, Crown 
Prince Olaf, the reigning grand @uke of 
Hesse, the oldest svn of the crown ptince 
of Roumania, the réigning duke of Saxe- 
Coburg. Gotha, the young prince of Wales, 
Prince Henry of Prussia, and the crown 
prinoe of Germany. 

The most amazing exhibition of ambidex- 
terity was that which, according to Queen 
Victoria's owm testimony, recorded in her 
diaries, was given on one occasion at Bal- 
moral by Sir Edwin Landseer, the celebrated 
painter and Royal academician. for while 
staying at her Highland home he drew in 
her presence and in that of her husband, the 
prince consort, one sketch with his right 
hand and a totally different one with his left 
hand at one and the same time.

FRUIT DFALERS VIOLATING LAW. 

Chicago, Feb. 15.—[To the Friend of 
the People.j--it is a inutie bit early m 
the year, but the uncovered boxes of fruit 
and vegetables are beginning to appear 
on the sidewalks and fruit stands. Wasn't 
some ordinance passed ping this ex- 
posure of fruit and vegetables to dirt and 
dust? Isn't it the duty of the health de- 
partment to attend to matters of ao 

The ordinance requires that fruit and veg- 
etables exposed out of doors shall be two 
feet above the walke and shall be covered 
with a close mesh wire screen or netting. 
The health department employs inepectors to 
enforce this law, one being assigned to the 
business district. 

Whether this official {s overworked or not, 
the fact remains that fhe law is unen- 
forced in the loop district. For his informa- 
tion The Friend of the Peoplé submits the 
following lst of places where fruit and veg- 
etables are exposed two feet or less from the 
walk and not covered in any instance. The 
list was compiled in half an hour's walk be- 
tween State, Lake, Franklin, and Madison 
streets. It does not pretend to be complete.

than ten hours during the twenty-four hours 
nor more than fifty-four hours in any one 
week.”
